Earlier Friday Swiss 
Foreign Minister Pierre Aubert ordered an inquiry into all- 
egations by the French satirical magazine Lc Canard Enehainc 
that Iranian diplomats and Israeli arms dealers had used Swiss 
embassy premises in Paris to clinch deals. “In the framework of its 
mandate to represent Iranian interests in Israel. Switzerland was 
asked to facilitate a meeting of delegations from both countries to 
discuss problems linked with the implementation of a former 
contract." the Foreign Ministry said in a statement. T!te magazine 
said that the talks resulted in the sale to Iran of spare pans and 
aircraft engines.

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Iran offers to stop 
attacks on shipping

BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Iran Friday said it 
was prepared to end attacks on shipping in 
Gulf if Iraq also agrees to do the same as 
Baghdad warned it would crush any new 
Iranian offensive in its borders. 


The Iranian offer was made by 
its parliament speaker. Hoj- 
atoleslam Ali Akbar Rafsanjani, 
who said the agreement to stop 
attacks on shipping would be an 
extension of last Monday's acc- 
eptance between warring Iran and 
Iraq of a U.N. -sponsored call to 
hall attacks on each other’s towns. 

Mr. Rafsanjani, a member of 
Iran's inner war cabinet, said in a 
sermon at a Friday prayer mee- 
ting: "We declare to the United 
Nations that if the Iraqis do not 
strike in the Gulf, we will not fire 
even one bullet." • 

Mr. Rafsanjani. who is also spe- 
aker of the Iranian parliament, 
said Iran welcomed Lhe agreement 
arranged by U.N. Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
for Baghdad and Tehran to stop 
attacks on each other's towns. 

"We say the same thing about 
the Gulf." he said. 

About 40 merchant ships, inc- 
luding vessels owned by Kuwait 
and Saudi Arabia, have been hit in 
air attacks by both Iran and Iraq 
this year, mainly since mid- April. 
The two countries have been at 
war for 44 months. 

The last reported nissile attack 
was against the Kuwaiti-owned 
supertanker Kazimah east of the 
Gulf state of Jaiar last Sunday. 
Kuwait blamed Iran forthe strike. 

Iran has said attacks on ships - 
using ports in Gulf Arab states 
were in retaliation for Iraqi raids 
on tankers using Iran's main oil 
export terminal at Kharg Island, in 
the north of the waterway. 

The agreement to stop bombing 
towns along the common border 
between Iran and Iraq came after 
a spate of attacks on towns by both 
sides, which left several hundreJ 


people dead and wounded. 

Mr. Rafsanjani made no men- 
tion Friday of a possible new and 
widely- anticipated Iranian ground 
offensive, for which Tehran is 
reported lo have mobilised many 
thousands of troops. 

Arab diplomats here said that 
one factor accounting for the 
delay of the Basra offensive was 
Iraq’s recent acquisition of two 
new types of Soviet-made air- 
to-surface missiles. AS-6 and the 
AS-4. 

Iran claimed later Friday that 
seven people were wounded Thu- 
rsday in Iraqi long-range shelling 
of the Abadan port area — the 
first civilian casualties reported 
since last Monday's agreement. 

An Iranian military com- 
munique said a hospital in Abadan 
was damaged in the same artillery 
attack. The seven civilians were 
wounded in Khosrowabad district 
of the pen, it said. 

But lhe communique carried by 
IRNA. the official Iranian news 
agency, did not indicate whether 
this was regarded in Tehran as 
breaching the agreement. 

Ir anian warning 

Meanwhile the Iraqi air force 
commander told a group of jou- 
rnalists in -Baghdad that the blo- 
ckade on Iran's Kharg Island oil 
shipping terminal was “but the 
harbinger of a broader operation 
against Iran, should the Tehran 
regime persist on pursuing the war 
and threaten Iraqi and Gulf int- 
erests." 

He said that the Iraqi air force 
pilots were “perfectly capable of 
defending the security of the 
whole Gulf region against any foo- 


lish adventure by the Iranian reg- 
ime" of AyaLoliah Ruholiah 
Khomeini. 

U.N. forms teams 

Meanwhile the United Nations 
announced that two teams each of 
three military observers and a civ- 
ilian were set up Friday lo monitor 
the accord between Iran and Iraq 
to stop attacks on civilian targets. 

“Each team would be ready to 
proceed to the respective country 
as soon as so requested by its gov- 
ernment.’’ Secretary-General Jav- 
ier Perez de Cuellar, who made 
the arrangement, said in a letter to 
the president of the Security Cou- 
ncil. 

The teams will be drawn from 
the U.N. Middle East Truce Sup- 
ervision Organisation. UNTSO. 
but Joe Sills, the U.N. spokesman, 
said he did not know where they 
would be based, nor did he know 
the nationalities of the con- 
tingents. 

“They would be prepared to 
move very rapidly and we feel this 
mechanism would be adequate for 
reporting." he said. 

Mr. Sills said that Said Rajaei 
Khorassani. Iranian chief del- 
egate. was expected to call on Mr. 
Perez de Cuellar later Friday at 
the ambassador's request. 

Asked about Mr. Rafsanjanfs 
offer to bar attacks on Gulf shi- 
pping. Mr. Sills said Mr. Perez de 
Cuellar had no comment on this. 
He was aware only of the press 
accounts. 

The secretary-general would go 
lo Washington on .Monday for 
talks with U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz about the Gulf cri- 
sis. the Middle East peace mission 
that he completed on Wednesday, 
and the Afghan question.

Kidnappings underscore tension 
as Beirut awaits Syrian efforts 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Rival mil- 
itiamen hijacked 19 trucks tra- 
velling through the only open gat- 
eway between east and west Bei- 
rut Friday, and a group of citizens 
began a “passive resistance" cam- 
paign against the civil war. 

The semitrailer trucks were sei- 
zed during the morning rush hour 
at the mid-city museum crossing 
by rival mostly Christian and mai- 
nly Muslim militiamen on opp- 
osite ends of the gateway. 

Although no shooting was rep- 
orted. policemen and French truce 
observers closed the crossing to 
public traffic for more than an 
hour, fearing an outbreak of fig- 
hting. 

A security committee that is 
made up of representatives of the 
main warring factions reopened 
the crossing after the release of the 
truck drivers. The militiamen, 
however, kept the trucks for sev- 
eral hours and released them in 
the afternoon after the int- 
ervention of the Lebanese police 
chief. Col. Othman Othman. 

A few hours after the hijackings, a 
group of citizens representing a 
new peace movement — set up a 


checkpoint between those of the 
militiamen at the museum cro- 
ssing. 

Like militiamen, they stopped 
cars. But instead of identification 
checks, the anti-war group asked 
people in passing vehicles to sign a 
petition declaring "a struggle for 
forbidding the use of arms for res- 
olving differences" in Lebanon. 

The committee collecting the 
petitions was set up earlier this 
year to organise a massive anti- 
war peace march. The march, sch- 
eduled for May 6, was cancelled 
when militias initiated a heavy art- 
illery bombardment of residential 
areas the day before, killing 24 
people and wounding 1 34 others. 

At the petition drive was under 
way, sniper fire echoed from the 
“green line." Rival militiamen 
kept up a steady exchange of sni- 
per fire, and police said four civ- 
ilians in neighbourhoods adjacent 
to the line were wounded. 

Friday's kidnappings reflected 
continued tension between Leb- 
anon's rival militias, which on 
Monday engaged in bloody art- 
illery duels that killed 105 people 
and wounded 250- 


In a bid to defuse the tension 
and break a deadlock between 
Christian and Muslim leaders in 
the government. President Amin 
Gemayel has invited Syrian 
Vice-President Abdul Halim 
Khaddam to Beirut to resolve ser-' 
ious differences between them. 

Mr. Khaddam was expected to 
arrive during this weekend. Pol- 
itical sources said he would meet 
Mr. Gemayel. Prime Minister 
Rashid Karami and rival cabinet 
ministers to press for est- 
ablishment of a firm ceasefire in 
Beirut and crucial army reforms. 

The Syrian government new- 
spaper Tishrin Friday warned that 
anyone working against reforms 
and reconciliation in Lebanon was 
“playing with fire" and demanded 
that Lebanese army troops fig- 
hting beside rightist Christian mil- 
itiamen pull out of the fighting. 

It said Syria “will not tolerate" 
anyone trying to undermine Kar- 
amTs government. 

Monday's shelling brought 
numerous condemnations from 
religious leaders and politicians, 
including former Sunni Muslim 
Prime Minister Saeb Salam.

AMMAN (Petra) — His Majesty 
King Hussein relumed to Amman 
Thursday at the end of u Gulf tour 
that took him to Oman, '.talar and 
the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE).

Eight 
Iranian 
defectors 
seek 
asylum 
in Egypt 

CAIRO (R) — Kight Iranian def- 
ectors who commandeered an Ira- 
nian airliner Friday surrendered 
to the authorities at Luxor airport 
in Upper Kgypt after landing the 
aircraft there. 

Egyptian security sources said 
they were taken into custody by 
military intelligence while their 
request for asylum in Egypt is con- 
sidered. 

Egyptian Defence Ministry off- 
icials said the aircraft, a twin- 
engined Fokker Friendship F-27, 
carried only eight people and not 
44 as originally thought by Egy- 
ptian authorities. Some of those 
aboard were military personnel, 
the Egyptian officials said. 

Egyptian security named the 
aircraft's captain as Lieutenant- 
Colonel Hussein Ghaderman and 
his co-pilot as Lieutenant Colonel 
Mohammad Shobek. 

The Middle East News Agency 
f MENA) said the plane was on its 
way to the Iranian capital Tehran 
when it was commandeered. It did 
not say where the flight originated. 

“The hijacked Iranian plane 
landed at Luxor airport this (Fri- 
day) afternoon, four hours after it 
was hijacked at Bahrain-airport." 
the agency said. 

This would appear to mean the 
actual hijacking occurred at Bah- 
rein, but reports from Manama 
did not make this clear. The rep- 
orts simply said the plane landed at 
Manama, was parked for two 
hours at the edge of the main run- 
way and then took off after ref- 
uelling. 


Shaka’a says Israelis knew who maimed him 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — A for- 
mer Palestinian mayor in the occ- 
upied West Bank has accused Isr- 
aeli authorities of knowing from 
the stan the identities of Jewish 
terrorists who planted the 19R0 

car bomb that blew off his legs. 

in an interview with the weekly 
Ha'ir newspaper published Fri- 
day. the former mayor of Nablus, 
Bassam Shaka'a. was quoted as 
saying "the (military) adm- 
inistration knew all along" the 
assailants’ identity. 

Mr. Shaka’a and another Pal- 
estinian mayor were maimed in 
the 1980 car bombings and an Isr- 
aeli policeman was blinded. 

Some c r the 24 suspected mem- 
bers of a Jewish underground ter- 
rorist network whose trial begins 
next week have been charged with 
attempted murder in the bom- 


bings. Two Israeli military officers 
are among those charged in the 
case. 

Mr. Shaka'a said he was “cer- 
tain" there were direct or indirect 
connection between the Israeli 
authorities and the underground, 
whose suspected members are 
mostly Jewish settlers in the West 
Bank and occupied Golan Hei- 
ghts. “The ideology is certainly 
very similar.” he was quoted as 
saying. 

Mr. Shaka'a was quoted as say- 
ing the authorities exposed the 
underground simply “for election 
propaganda" before the July 23 
national balloting. 

Asked about the 1 R-month pri- 
son term for possession of exp- 
losives handed down to the only 
underground suspect sentenced so 
far. Mr. Shaka'a said: “If it were 


an Arab his house would have 
been destroyed and he would have 
sat in jail all his life." the new- 
spaper said. 

Mr. Shaka'a denied that he had 
been silent since the April arrests 
of the Jewish terror ring. “It's not 
because I am quiet. My words get 
lost when newspapers are cen- 
sored and demonstrations are 
banned." he was quoied as saying. 

Two suspects confess 

On Thursday, two Israelis sus- 
pected of belonging to the Jewish 
terror group pleaded guilty to cha- 
rges stemming from attacks on 
Palestinians in the occupied West 
Bank. 

Twenty-seven Jews were arr- 
ested last April in connection with 
the anti-Palestinian underground. 


Gilad Peli. 31. confessed to 
membership in a terror org- 
anisation. conspiring to blow up 
Jerusalem’s Dome of the Rock 
mosque, and lesser charges after 
the prosecution agreed to plea 
bargaining. 

The state prosecutor dropped a 
charge of attempted murder in 
exchange for Peli admitting the 
charge of membership in a ter- 
rorist organisation. It is the first 
time any of the defendants has 
admitted that an underground 
network existed. 

Yosef Tsuria. 30. also confessed 
to conspiring to blow up the mos- 
que, one of Islam's holiest sites, 
and to illegally possessing fir- 
earms. 

The two face up to five years in 
prison. No date for sentencing was 
set.

A VI MAN (J.T.) — Jordan is keen 
to translate vows of .Arab sol- 
idarity into practical deeds, which 
are of vital importance in the light 
of the current situation in the 
Arab World, Prime Minister 
Ahmad ’Obeidat has said.

Arab efforts to seek 
an effective European role in 
Middle East peace efforts and 
means lo hold the next Arab 
summit as soon as possible. 

King Hussein and Sultan *}ab- 
oos also reviewed Jordanian- 
Omani relations and co-operation 
in various fields, the prime min- 
ister said. 

In reply to a question on the 
Iran-lraq war. Mr. 'Obeidat said if 
the Arabs are unable to adopt a 
unified stand and seek an end to 
the conflict. " the only possibility is 
that the war will continue." A uni- 
fied Arab stand will also help find 
an international move to put an 
end to the war. he added. 

He called on the six-member 
Gulf Co-operation Council

PLO reconciliation talks 
adjourned after stalemate

AMMAN — Athird round of rec- 
onciliation talks among Fateh, the 
mainstream Palestinian com- 
mando group under the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO I 
umbrella, and a left-wing lour- 
faction alliance was adjourned for 
a week after seven days of del- 
iberations Thursday following 
their failure to reach a final org- 
anisational and political agr- 
eement. 

The deputy commander of PLO 
forces. Khalil Al Wazir (Abu 
Jihad), was quoted by news age- 
ncies as citing three obstacles 
which prevented a final agr- 
eement. He said the reasons were 

— failure to fix a date of the 
convening of the Palestine Nat- 
ional Council (PNC), the Pal- 
estinian parliameni-m-exile 

— the issue of a Syrian-backed 
rebellion within Fateh last year 
against PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat’s leadership and which 
culminated in a bloody con- 
frontation in and around the north 
Lebanese port of Tripoli and 
which forced Mr. Arafat and tho- 
usands of Palestinian fighters to 
evacuate north Lebanon; and 

— the controversial visit by Mr. 
Arafat to Cairo last year. 

Mr. Wazir said ihat despite 
mediation efforts by South Yemen 


and Algeria, a final agreement on 
organisational matters eluded the 
Aden meeting. 

The Jordan Times learnt Friday 
that at one point last Wednesday 
the talks would have reached a 
deadlock if it was not for a direct 
intervention by South Yemeni 
president Ali Nasser Mohammad. 

However, a spokesman for the 
Damascus-based Popular Front 
lor the Liberation of Palestine 
(PFLP). one of the factions in the 
lour-faciion alliance, told the Jor- 
dan Times Friday that despite the 
differences on political issues 
“some progress towards restoring 
the unity of the PLO was reached".

JKDDAH <R) — Saudi Arabia and its allied Gulf 
Arab oil states said Thursday they were asking Uni- 
ted Nations Secretary-General Javier Perez de Cue- 
liar to renew efforts by the world organisation to halt 
attacks on their oil tankers in the Gulf. 


Ftirciiii ministers ol the Gulf 
( 'iViiperuiinn Council ended two 
da\« of discussion*, in the Saudi 
Arahian summer capital of Taif. 
near Jeddah, with a blandly- 
phrased communique con- 
demning Sunday's missile attack 
mt a Kuwaiti tanker, the Kazimah. 
Kuwait has blamed the attack on 
Iran. 

The six foreign ministers, from 
Saudi Arabia. "Kuwait. Bahrain. 
Jainr. the United Arab Emirates 
and Oman did not. however, name 
Iran as the culprit. But they did say 
the attack defied U.N. Security 
G hi ncil resolution of June I which 
called lor an end lusuch incidents. 

Accordingly "they decided to 
continue their contacts with the 


secretary' general in order to imp- 
lement the resolution." 

The Iranians, however, still say 
ships of the Guit stales, which help 
to finance Iraq in its war with Iran, 
will not be sate unless Iraq stops 
attacking tankers laden with Ira- 
nian crude. 

The ministerial statement, as 
carried by the official Saudi Press 
Agency, said nothing about Arab 
military preparations which were 
reviewed by the foreign ministers 
or about a meeting of the Gulf 
states' defence ministers which 
Arab diplomatic sources said 
might be held later. 

Instead, it sounded conciliatory, 
as Saudi Arabia's various pro- 
nouncements have done in the 


week since one of its U.S.- 
supplied F-15 warplanes shol 
down an Iranian Phantom over 
the Gulf. 

The communique said the Gulf 
states were weighing the crisis in 
the spirit of the U.N. charter and 
of "living in peace and good nei- 
ghbourliness."

U=S. to halt payments to Universal 
Postal Union if Israel is barred 


WASHINGTON | R) — The 
Reagan administration said Thu- 
rsday the UniteJ Stales would 
slop payments to the Universal 
Postal Union ( UPU ) if Arab states 
succeeded in barring Israel from 
the United Nations agency. 

State Department spokesman 
John Hughes, in a statement to 
reporters, said some Arab states 
were seeking Israel's expulsion 
when the UPU holds its I Hih Con- 
gress in Hamburg from June 1 X to 
July 27. 

■* fhe United States wishes to 


make clear that Israel's expulsion 
from the UPU at the Hamburg 
Congress would immediately 
cause us to pull our delegation out 
of the congress, suspend nur par- 
ticipation in UPU activities and 
withhold payments in the UPU". 
he said. 

The United States has in the 
past given similar warnings against 
efforts to bar Israel from U.N. 
agencies. 

Mr. Hughes said that if Israel 
were barred from the UPU. Ame- 
rican action against the org- 


anisation would remain in effect 
"until the illegal action was rev- 
ersed.'' 

Officials said the U.S. 1 9X4 con- 
tribution to the UPU was 
S455.0U0 or 4.69 per cent of its 
budget.

IV (AP> — A two-hour 
firelight between Syrian troops 
and Israeli forces in Lebanon’s 
Bekua Valley is not being viewed 
here as a purposeful escalation of 
tension by Syria, defence officials 
said Friday. 

The Israeli military command 
announced Thursday the battle 
erupted near the Lebanese town 
• •I Klur Kouk six kilometres west 
of the S> rian border. Israeli troops 
tired back w ith light arms and tank 
fire after an Israeli toot patrol 
came under fire from the Syrian 


side ot the line, the communique 
said. 

Israeli defence officials who 
declined to be identified by name 
said Syrian troops had fired on the 
Israeli forces but it was their ass- 
essment that the clash was a loc- 
alised incident. 

"Our assessment is that it is a 
local incident which happens from 
time to time." said one defence 
official. "To the best of our kno- 
wledge. it doesn't mean a change 
in Syrian policy.” 

The daily Maariv newspaper 
reported that the Israeli forces 


returned fire for a sustained per- 
iod of time as a warning to the 
Syrians that Israel would respond 
heavily to "provocation.” 

Another Israeli paper. Had- 
ashot. reported that Israel had 
passed on a warning to Damascus 
via diplomatic channels not to 
heat up the confrontation line with 
the Israeli army. 

Asked if Israel viewed Syria's 
policy as aimed at aggravating ten- 
sions. the defence official said: 
"Not as far as we know now but 
things may change." 


Erstiad puts off trip to Saudi Arabia 


DHAKA ( R) — Bangladesh Pre- 
Mdeni Hossain Mohammad Ers- 
haJ has put off a visit to Jeddah 
following a last-minute pos- 
tponement ot talks between Isl- 
amic nations on ending the war 
between Iran and Iraq, officials 
said Friday. 

They said the visit, due to start 
irom Friday, might now take place 
alter ihe holy Muslim month of 
Ramadan. 

An iiMicial statement earlier 


’said the meeting was expected to 
consider a peace proposal by Mr. 
Yasser Arafat, leader of the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO). but gave no details. 

Informed sources said the Ara- 
fat proposal was possibly similar 
to an earlier formula given by the 
Egyptian President Hosni Mub- 
arak which called for stationing 
Islamic troops along the Iran- Iraq 
frontier. 

But Iran rejected the Egyptian 
mediation, saying Cairo had sup- 


ported Iraq in the war. 

A spokesman for the Org- 
anisation of Islamic Conference 
(OJC).. which set up the peace 
committee in I9RI. said earlier 
this week the meeting was likely to 
be held in Jeddah later this month. 

The OIC groups Senegal. Gui- 
nea. Turkey. Bangladesh. Gam- 
bia. Pakistan, and Malaysia as well 
as OIC Secretary- General Habib 
Chatti and Palestinian Leader 
Yasser Arafat. 


informed Saudi source as saying 
that further attacks on tankers 
might halt the flow of Gulf oil and 
that that “would be a cat- 
astrophe.”

LAGOS ( R) — Three armed men 
Thursday raided the Egyptian 
embassy in Lagos, raped two 
women and relieved staff and vis- 
itors of 7.000 naira (S^.lOO) in 
cash, a spokesman said Friday. 

Mr. Abdel-Hemed Chawki said 
the men entered the embassy on 
the pretext that they wanted visas. , 

"Suddenly they whipped out ' 
their guns and ordered everybody 
to remain still." Mr. Chawki said. 

The men herded about 10 emb- 
assy staff and five visitors in the 
building into an upstairs room 
before they systematically ran- 
sacked the embassy. 

Mr. Chawki said the amb- 
assador had left on home leave 
three days earlier but that his fem- 
ale Nigerian secretary and another 
Nigerian woman working in the 
visa scciion were raped by the 
robbers.

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Klibi blames 
Iran for 
continuing 
Gulf war 


SEOUL (R) — The secretary- 
general of the 2 1 -member Arab 
League. Chadli Klibi. blamed Iran 
for the deadlock in multi-national 
efforts to stop (he 44-month-oId_ 
Iran-Iraq war. 

Mr. Klibi. who arrived Wed- 
nesday on a three-day official visit 
to South Korea, told a press con- 
ference Thursday: “The tragedy 
in rhe Gulf continues because of 
Iranian rejections of international 
mediation efforts." 

Mr. Klibi said Iraq had accepted 
all offers of mediation by the Uni- 
ted Nations, the Arab League and 
other international organisations. 

"All international efforts to end 
the escalation of the war should be 
concentrated on convincing Iran 
(that it should) accept int- 
ernational mediation." he said. 

Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Veilavati said Wednesday 
that Iran's conditions for ending 
the Gulf war were unchanged and 
the country would fight until they 
were achieved. 

Mr. Klibi also said the Arab 
League was positively considering 
establishing a permanent mission 
in Seoul for improved bilateral 
ties. 

Mr. Klibi. who also met Pre- 
sident Chun Doo Hwan and Prime 
Minister Chin lee-Chong. said his 
visit could help South Korea to 
establish diplomatic ties with 
more Arab states. 

South Korea, which has sup- 
ported the Palestinian cause and 
demanded the withdrawal of Isr- 
aeli troops from occupied Arab 
territories, has yet ic* set up dip- 
lomatic ties with seven members 
of the league. 

South Korea does not produce 
oil and relies on Middle East cou- 
ntries for 65 per cent of its crude 
oil needs. 

Mr. Klibi is on an Asian rour 
which will also take him to Ind- 
onesia. Thailand and Bangladesh. 


Cairo arms factory blast kills 1 


CAIRO (R) — A blast Thursday 
at an arras factory in a Cairo sub- 
urb which killed one person was, 
accidental. Defence Ministry sou- 
rces said. 

They said the explosion, at 
about 9,30 am (0730 G MT). was 
caused by chemical reaction in a 
iwo-ton stockpile of gunpowder. 

Although the blast rocked the 


capital and blew out windows sev- 
eral kilometres away, there was 
minimal damage to the plant mac- 
hinery and buildings, the sources 
added. 

Eyewitnesses said about 150 
people were injured in the blast, 
but rhe ministry sources said only 
50 were hurt. Some workers said 
they heard a noise like a low-flying 
plane beforehand, but military 


sources denied that any aircraft 

was involved. . . 

An injured worker, with a fries 
eding arm and a bandaged head, 
said: "It seemed like an ear-, 
thquakc. Everything came down 

on our heads". 

The factory, m the northern 
industrial suburbs of Cairo, pro- 
duces small arms amunitiun. 


Turkish police detain 2 journalists 


ANKARA (R) — Two Turkish 
journalists have been detained by 
police following a story published 
by their news agency alleging an 
attempt had been made to secure 
the escape of a jailed extreme 
right-wing political leader. 

Staff at the independent Ulusai 
Basin Ajansi (national news age- 
ncy), known as UB A, told Reuters 
that co-owner Muserref Seckin 
was detained in Ankara Wed- 
nesday and Istanbul Bureau Chief 
Cengis Yiidirim was taken in for 
questioning Thursday. 

The detentions followed pub- 
lication of a story by UBA Wed- 
nesday of an attempt to secure the 
escape from an Ankara military 
hospital of Alpaslan Turkes, lea- 
der of the now-banned Nationalist 
Action Party (NAP). 

Mr. Turkes. 66. a former deputy 
prime minister, has been in jail 
since the 1VR0 military coup. He 
faces the death penalty on charges 
still being heard in court that NAP 
was behind much pre-coup pol- 
itical violence. 

UBA staffers said martial law 
authorities had immediately ord- 
ered the agency to withdraw the 
story, which it did. There has been 


no official confirmation or denial 
of the story. 

UBA General Manaoer Baki 
Ozilhan was also wanted for que- 
stioning by police, staff members 
said. 

Newspaper editors in Istanbul 
said martial law authorities Thu- 
rsday ordered them not to publish 
sensational stories about the 
Iran-Iraq war or Cyprus. 

Any news items on these sub- 
jects "must be confirmed by off- 
icials first, the order said. 

There have been numerous 
dramatic front-page stories in the 
press recently about the Iran-Iraq 
war following an Iraqi attack on a 
Turkish oil tanker in the Gulf ear- 
lier this month in which three Tur- 
kish crewmen were killed. 

Newspapers have also pub- 
lished dramatic stories about Cyp- 
rus in advance of Turkish Cypriot 
leader Rauf Denktash's visit to 
Ankara this week. These included 
allegations that the U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency had thr- 
eatened to kill Mr. Denkrash. 

The press is subject to frequent 
censorship under martial law. and 
also to tough press laws allowing 


newspaper closures and jail terms 
for journalist lor si ones said to be 
against the national interest. 

10 sentenced to death 

DIYARB AKIG ( R) — A Turkish 
military court Thursday sentenced 
to death ten convicted members of 
an extreme leftist underground 
group at the conclusion of a moss 
trial here, military officials sokJ. 

The ten were among more than 
150 accused of belonging to the 
Maoist group known as Tikko. an 
armed faction with Kurdish links 
which was active before the 
military coup. They were charged 
with attempting to overthrow the 
state, murder, bank robberies and 
bombings. 

The court sentenced two to life 
imprisonment and S2 to terms of 
between three months and 24 
years, h acquitted 33 accused and 
deferred judge mem on the rem- 
ainder. 

Military courts in Diyarbakir 
have sentenced dozens of people 
to death since the coup, mostly 
Kurdish separatist militants, and 
have jailed hundreds more. 


Turkish prison chief sentenced to death 


ANKARA. (R) — A former Tur- 
kish prison governor has been sen- 
tenced to death for beating a pri- 
son inmate to death, court officials 
said Friday. 

They said Saim Sener, former 
governor of a prison in Izmir near 
Istanbul, was sentenced Thursday 
after being convicted of killing 
detainee Sadan Gazetcci four 


years ago. Mr. Sener had been in 
custody since the killing. 

Five prison wardens also con- 
victed of involvement in Mr. Gaz- 
eteef s death were jailed for up to 
1 7 years, the officials said. 

Lawyers said they believed it 
was the first time the death sen- 
tence had been handed down in a 
torture case since the 1980 mil- 


itary coup. There have been num- 
erous allegations since then of 
death under torture. 

The government denies torture 
is widespread and says every case 
is brought to court. Most ot thcise 
convicted in the few torture cases 
made public have received jail 
terms of less than 10 vears. 


Iran starts new campaign to enforce Islamic discipline 


TEHRAN (R) — Strict new 
ami-vice squads began patrolling- 
Tehran Friday to root out bre- 
aches of Islamic rules imposed on 
Iran since the revolution five years 
ago. 

The patrols appeared to rep- 
resent a swing towards a more 
rigid enforcement of the Islamic 
code after more than two years of 
relative relaxation. 

The director of the Office for 
Propagation of Virtues and Inh- 
ibition of Vices said the new cam- 
paign would strike at the roots of 
what he called sacriligious con- 
duct. 

The director. Hojatoiesiam 
Javad Elsahi, told the Farsi- 
language newspaper Kayhan the 
patrols would start by uprooting 
‘•blatant offences.” such as bre- 
aches of the Islamic dress code, 
but would also deal with "con- 
cealed offences." 


He described the offences as 
parties where' men and' women' 
' mixed, the drinking of alcohol and 
drug abuse. 

Under the Islamic code, strictly 
interpreted in Iran, women must 
cover themselves from eyebrows 
to toes and show only faces and 
hands. 

Many Western-oriented 
women have allowed a fringe to 
peep from under headscarves as a 
token of rebellion against con- 
formity. 

They also wear loose-fitting 
smocks to meet the requirements 
to hide the shape of the body rat- 
her than drape themselves in the 
chador, a tent-like cloak. 

But in a recent call for greater 
vigilance by strict Muslims, Pre- 
sident Ali Khamenei referred to 
crafty ways women resorted to 
circumvent rules and said those 
who refused to conform were 


politically-motivated. 

Non-IsIa/nic dress is seen in 
Iran as a sign of promiscuity imp- 
osed on women during the regime 
of the former Shah. After the rev- 
olution, it was deemed counter- 
revolutionary not to cover up and 
infringements were strictly pun- 
ished. 

■Mr. Khamenei, speaking at a 
teacher training college, said: 
"Suspicious hands are at work. 
Some people are making cal- 
culated moves to gradually enc- 
roach on the chastity and modesty 
of our women and restore the 
pre-revolutionary situation." 

“Of course it is impossible, but 
our enemies are busy at it," he 
added. 

Under rules of the new cam- 
paign. women insufficiently cov- 
ered will be stopped and asked 
gently to conform. 


If they refuse, they can be •vnt 
for trial in a court with the poucr 
to order up to 75 lashes in serious 
cases. 

Foreign women are not exempt 
and several of them in the pasi 
have been detained for a short 
lime in Tehran's Evin Prison. 

A member of Iran's supreme 
judicial council. Hojatoiesiam 
Bojnoordi. recently said the cam- 
paign would also concentrate on 
gambling, vedeo tapes and ttpes 
of decadent music, interpreted as 
Western rock music. 

They will also fight” acts that 
disturb women or schoolgirls and 
any other forbidden act which 
would threaten society's general 
chastity and decency.”" he said. 

A woman will no longer be able 
to dine in public with a man other 
than her husband. She will not 
even be able to go for a drive with 
a boy friend without a chaperone.

Al Ra’i: Italy leads the way 


THE CLEAR position of Italy, which Italian President Sandro Per- 
tini Thursday expressed during his meeting with the PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat, represents a step towards a new development in the 
European stand vis-a-vis the Palestine question. The recognition by 
Italy of the rights of the Palestinians in respect to self determination 
and establishing their own state on their national soil has increased 
the credibility of Italy in relation to the Palestinian question. It has 
also reminded the U.S. administration that its absolute alignment 
with Israel can no longer preclude the existence of an independent 
European stand which places European interests in establishing a 
.just and comprehensive peace in the area above all considerations, 
including American aspirations to impose its own will and hegemony 
on the area. 

As such a trend is in its first stages, it should be supported by both 
Arabs and Palestinians in order that other European countries will 
also take such courageous stands. This means that the PLO should 
promptly unite its ranks and mobilise its resources, since any delay in 
organising the PLO will doubtless weeken the independent trend 
within the European countries and may lead to some countries being 
hesitant in taking up similar positions. 

The Arabs also shoulder a major responsibility to encourage such a 
trend and to give roots to it by leaving aside their side disputes in 
order to achieve solidarity. As the Italian president has translated his 
country's support for the Palestinian cause into a clear-cut positive 
stand, the Arabs therefore’ should face up to their responsibilities 
towards the Palestinian question through achieving real cohesion. 


Al Dustour: King shows commitment 


THE TOUR by His Majesty King Hussein of some of the Arabian 
Gulf countries reflects Jordan’s increasing interest in the dev- 
elopment of the situation- there. It also represents a faithful and 
serious endeavour to crystallise a unified Arab position towards the 
events currently taking place in that area. The King’s lour embodies 
Jordan's awareness of its national responsibilities in facing the com- 
mon dangers threatening the Arab World, and stressed the imp- 
ortance of building a sound and unified Arab stand, through which 
Arabs can face the challenges confronting them. 

Jordan's active role is arises from Jordan's commitment towards 
the Arab people and from its faith in the role it is playing. Jordan’s 
position vis-a-vis Iraq since the start of the war, which has been 
imposed on the Arabs to destroy their resources and undermine their 
capacities, is the best proof of the true belonging of Jordan and its 
commitment to its national responsibilities. 


Thursday 

Al Ra'i: More effective action needed 


U.N. SECRETARY General Javier Perez de Cuellar's visit to the 
Middle East region has not succeeded in overcoming the obstacles 
laid by the U.S. and Israel in the path of the U.N. role to establish 
peace and stability in the region. Israel persists in carrying out its 
expansionist policies and the U.S. continues to back its actions and 
finance its expansionist plans. All this can be construed not only as a 
challenge to the world organisation and Pere 2 de Cuellar's efforts for 
peace, but also a defiance of the world’s wishes to live in peace. Israel 
sees in Perez dc Cuellar's efforts and his call for an international 
peace conference on the Middle East as a major obstacle to its 
settlement plans. 

The U.S. continues to support Israel and to finance its projects, 
and therefore it does not want to see its ally in a difficult situation. At 
the same time the U.S.. through its continued help to Israel, hopes to 
make it the perpetually dominant power in the Middle East and to* 
help Washington to expand its influence and hegemony in the region. 
Europe, for its part, cannot claim that it has done anything in the face 
of U.S.- Israeli conspiracies and therefore its role remains paralysed. 
Thus, the Arabs have to take action in view of Perez de Cuellar's 
failure and have to find a more convincing way to force the Israelis to 
respond to the calls for peace. 


Al Dustour: Moment for unified action 


KING HUSSEIN'S tour of the Gulf area reflects his deep concern 
over the situation there and his serious and sincere efforts to for- 
mulate a unified Arab stand to confront the common danger. A 
unified Arab strategy is essential at this crucial stage in view of the 
continued Gulf war. threats to international shipping and Arab stares 
in the GulL and the escalation of tension in the region due to Israel's 
policies. As to the Iran- Iraq war, Jordan has from the very start called 
for the implementation of the joint Arab defence pact which requires 
all Arab states to come to (he support and help of any Arab League 
member state where in the event of aggression on that state. 

King Hussein has made his tour of the Gulf region in order to 
translate his call into action and to rally Arab states’ support for Iraq 
which is now exposed to aggression. King Hussein’s tour is a true 
reflection of the Jordanian people's feelings and the monarch's con- 
cern for repelling aggression. The King is seeking to make the Arabs 
understand that the moment has come for unified action and true and 
serious solidarity so that an honourable end can be found to the war 
and the security and peace in the Gulf region can be maintained. 


Sawt Al Shaab: Paradox in Lebanon 


NOW THAT the Lebanese government has been given a vote of 
confidence by parliament, we wonder why the dashes continue and 
who stands behind them. We find it really hard to justify the con- 
tinuation of the fighting in Beirut and the killing and maiming of 
innocent civilians. If the fighting is designed to bring down the 
government, why then did the leaders of the Lebanon's factions sit 
down together in the cabinet of Rashid Kara mi. as members of that 
govpmment? We also wonder why the leaders of the warring groups 
do not order their men in the streets to lay down their arms now that 
the national, unity government is intent on carrying a reform pro- 
gramme designed to bring about a lasting peace. 

There are many questions in our mind about the situation in 
Lebanon. We know one thing however and that is that the warring 
factions continue to place their own interests above those of their 
country, and these interests often clash, being reflected violently on 
the streets. We hope that the factional leaders will return to their 
senses and help Mr. Karami bring about the aspired peace and 
’security.

VIEW FROM AMERICA - 

Could Gulf war ignite a superpower confrontation? 


AMERICAN PRESS cov- 
erage on the Iran-lraq war has 
been abstract and cold. Cold 
because American public opi- 
nion has negative images about 
both countries. Abstract bec- 
ause no foreign journalists 
have been allowed to cover the 
war. Yet in almost every article „■ 
about the war. there has been 
an undercurrent of worry. And 
in recent weeks, the wony has’ 
grown. 

The worry is partly about oil, 
but goes beyond oil. It is about 
oil because there are fears that 
the world could again face an 
“oil shock’’ like that of 1 973- 
1974. But oil stocks are full, 
new non-OPEC (Oil Pro- 
ducing and Exporting Cou- 
ntries) supplies of oil have 
come “on stream" (as the oil 
people say), and there is a bro- 


adly shared determination 
among Western governments, 
banks, and ofl companies that 
the world economy not be all- 
owed to crack under the impact 
of a new surge of inflation spu- 
rred on by oil price hikes. 

The worry that goes beyond 1 
oil has to do with older, deeper 
memories. Older men in pos- 
itions of power remember (or 
remember that they have read) 
about how World War f sta- 
rted. It began because the 
Great Powers became ent- 
angled in the conflicts of the 
Balkans. And they wonder if 
the Middle East today is not 
like the Balkans before 1914. 

If U.S. military forces move 
into the Gulf region, will the 
Soviets feel compelled to res- 
pond? And how would they 
respond? Could the Iran-lraq 


war gradually ignite a sup- 
erpower confrontation? 

Oddly, the worry was not 
that great when a U.S. fleet sai- 
led offshore from Beirut and 
Soviet “advisers” were with 
the Syrians in eastern Leb- 
anon. Somehow the American 
media sensed that it was vety 
unlikely that U.S. and Soviet 
forces would clash in Lebanon. 
Why is the worry about the 
Gulf greater? 

A simple answer is that U.S. 
military men believe the Sov- 
■ iets have a long term strategy to 
take control of the Gulf oil fie- 
lds. So despite the ove- 
rwhelming evidence of a purely 
Iranian national revolution, 
there still is a suspicion that a 
Soviet hand is there, behind the 
scenes. These men speak of the

Opposition escalates activities 
as Pinochet tightens security

SANTIAGO, Chile — Already 
surprised by a bombing campaign 
against government targets. Chi- 
leans accustomed to tight military 
control of the country could har- 
dly believe what they were hearing 
on their radios. 

Right after an important soccer 
match between Chilean and Arg- 
entine clubs, a man speaking cal- 
mly in Caribbean-accented Spa- 
nish exhorted listeners foij\ 12 
minutes to rise up against the 
decade-old armed forces regime 
of President Augusto Pinochet. 

The manifesto of the Manuel 
Rodriguez Patriotic Front was 
heard up and down the country’s 
4,265 kilometres length the night 
of June 7. “All roads to change 
have been dosed to the people,” it 
said." We must fight with renewed 
force, using all means including 
arms.” 

Six hooded gunmen forced the 
pre-recorded message onto the 
airwaves of Radio Mineria after 
raiding the network studios on a 
busy Santiago thorough-fare. 
Miles away, a second commando 
seized a transmission plant to keep 
the broadcast from being cut off. 

It was the latest propaganda 
coup in a shadowy, clandestine 
struggle — involving abductions, 
and bombings — among forces 
opposed to “a peaceful transition 
to democracy” sought by some 
supporters of the government and 
by its moderate opposition. 

A week before, the Manuel 
Rodriguez Front, born last Nov- 
ember with the name of a 19th 
century independence hero, rai- 
ded the Associated Press and 
Agence France Presse (AFP) bur- 
eaus here and ordered reporters 
at gunpoint to transmit a similar 
proclamation. 

At least a dozen other small, 
armed groups have proliferated 
on the left and right in recent 
months as talks on the transition 
have broken down and Chileans 
have become disillusioned with 
politics. 

The sound of clanging pots that 
signaled massive anti-Pinochet 
protests a year ago has faded, ove- 
rshadowed recently by bomb exp- 
losions. Neither the government 
nor the moderate opposition 
Democratic Alliance has achieved 
the popular support to impose its 
terras for phasing out military 
rule. 

Since December, dynamite 
l blasts or fire bombs have hit 25 
banks, businesses and government 
targets, as well as 1 1 Roman Cat- 
holic churches identified with the 
■ protests. The central power grid 
that lights most of Chile has been 
blacked out four times. 

Political violence, reaching its 
highest level since the mornhs- 
after general Pinochet overthrew 
elected President Salvador All- 
ende, has taken 108 lives in the 
past year. 

The victims have included 14 
policemen and army officers killed 
in ambushes, 71 people shot to 
■death during anti-government 
protests and a Mapuche Indian 
activist whose drowning was att- 
ributed to a group called the Anti- 
Communist Chilean Alliance. 

The Leftist Revolutionary 
Movement, a Marxist force driven 


into exile in Cuba and elsewhere 
after the coup, has claimed the 
government agents were slain by 
its guerrillas, who have filtered 
back in recent years, to avenge the 
deaths of unarmed protesters. 

Western diplomats estimate the 
movement has 100 to 200 armed 
guerrillas in Chile, but these sou- 
rces and knowledgeable Chilean 
leftists believe its cells are heavily 
infiltrated by the CM, Pinochet’s 
intelligence police. 

The bombings, which have cri- 
ppled subway and rail service but 
caused few injuries, though have 
not posed any immediate threat to 
General Pinochet’s designs on 
staying in power until but have 
alarmed the ruling junta. 

“We’re going to get tough,” the 
68-year-old army general told 
reporters in May. “We’re going to 
beef up the intelligence service. 
We’re going to do a lot of things. 
Many people are convinced we 
should have a dictatorship, but l 
still do not think that is nec- 
essary.” 

More than anything, the bombs 
have provoked speculation. The 
Manuel Rodriguez Front claims 
responsibility for planting most of 
them in a campaign to show that 
general Pinochet cannot control 
the country. 

But for all its propaganda, the 
front is a mystery. In a video rec- 
ording distributed to news media, 
a red-hooded “commandante 
.Gonzalez” called it “a military 
organisation of the people, opep 
to all ideologies.” Communist act- 
ivists won’t confirm reliable rep- 
orts that the front is a creation of 
their party. 

Some skeptical Chileans sus- 


pect involvement by General Pin- 
ochet’s intelligence police because 
the bombings were cited to justify 
a May 1 6 decree that strengthened 
their arrest powers. Twenty-three 
bombs went off in Santiago the 
night before the decree was ann- 
ounced. 

“ You have to ask who benefits 
from this violence,” said Jaime 
Castillo, president of Chile’s 
Human Rights Commission. 
“Certainly it is not in the gov- . 
eminent’ s interest to have a sit- 
uation out of control. But given 
the' traditional methods of the 
CNI, no Chilean can be sure 
where the violence comes from.” 

Underlining this confusion is 
the chilling tale of “the dynamited 
woman,” which has gripped public 
attention here. 

At a press conference spo- 
nsored by the Roman Catholic 
Church. Hector Enrique Munoz 
claimed he and his wife were abd- 
ucted may 6 by the CNI. Reg- 
aining consciousness after more 
than 24 hours of interrogation and 
beatings. Mr. Munoz said, he 
found himself under a power 
pylon next to a box with a lit fuse 
and tossed it down hillside before 
it exploded. 

The same night his wife. Maria 
Loreto Castillo. A 29-year-old 
mother of three, was blown to pie- 
ces at the base of another ele- 
ctrical tower by a dynamite charge 
that the police said she was pla- 
nting. 

The CNI denied involvement in 
the case, which is being inv- 
estigated by a judge, and accused 
the church of “trying to discredit 
the security services and protect 
extremists.”

Greek Euro-election run up [

ATHENS — The run-up in Gre- 
ece to Sunday's European par- 
liamentary elections is growing 
into a hotly contested campaign, 
with attention focused chiefly on 
what the Greeks think of 32 
months of Socialism. 

The three major parties, the rul- 
ing Panhellenic Socialist Mov- 
ement (PASOK), the con- 
servative New Democracy Party 
and the Greek Communist Party 
(KKE). have all decided to fight 
the elections on all-issues, not just 
community ones. ' 

The advantages and dis- 
advantages of Greek membership 
of the community, the most rel- 
evant European .issue in the ele- 
ctions for the Greeks, are being 
relegated to second place. 

Highest in Greek voters’ minds 
are likely to be such factors as the 
sluggish economy, high inflation 
and rising unemployment, ten- 
sions with neighbouring Turkey 
‘and the Cyprus issue. 

PASOK, elected on an anti- 
community and anti-National 
North Atlantic Treaty Org- 
anisation (NATO) platform, has . 
since softened its stand. It hopes to 
gain a Socialist majority among 
the 24 Greek members of the Str- 
asbourg assembly and renew its 
popular mandate. 

PASOK has pledged to reduce 
the U.S. military presence in Gre- 
ece and has pursued a hard line 
with neighbouring Turkey, acc- 
using it of expansionist tendencies 
and plans to permanently par- • 


thion Cyprus into Greek and T ur- 
kish zones. 

To rapture Jefi-wing votes. 
PASOK has taken a more con- 
ciliatory position towards the Soc- 
ialist Bloc, and has stepped up att- 
acks on American and NATO pol- 
icies, such as the installation ot 
new medium-range missiles in 
Europe. 

The New Democracy Party. 
which favours Greek membership 
of the community, claims its cou- 
ntrywide following has been boo- 
sted by protest at the gov- 
ernment’s failure to revive the 
economy and at what it calls iis 
amateurish and dangerous foreign 
policy. 

It says the government's anii- 
business ideology has cut the gro- 
und from under private-sector 
industry, and is fuelling inflation 
by pouring money into the public 
sector. 

New- Democracy says Prime 
Minister Andreas Papan’dreou has 
alienated traditional friends like 
the United States, and cultivated 
relations with “questionable" 
powers such as the Soviet Union 
and the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO). 

It is also raising the spectre of a 
“Marxist front" which it says 
could reduce democratic fre- 
edoms. 

It sees Mr Papandreou’s all- 
egedly pro-Soviet stand as a con- 
cession to the KKE. 

The KKE. which wants Greece 
out of NATO and the European 
Community, has called for a pop- 
ular front with PASOK to counter ’ 
the growing strength of New

Democracy. 

Conservative observers here 
fear PASOK couid enlist the 
Communists' help if the European 
elections go against them. 

At the first-ever PASOK Party 
Congress, held in Athens in May. 
Mr. Papandreou's speeches swung 
considerably to the left, fuelling 
speculation that he might prepare 
the way for clivser PASOK-KKE 
co- opera l inn if his electoral 
strength is reduced. 

Observers here believe PASOK 
and New Democracy may share 
80 per cent of the voles.

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The children’s revolution 


NEW YORK — In the last twelve' 
months the equivalent of the ent- 
ire under-five pupulation of the 
United States has been wiped out. 

On a European scale, says this 
year's State of the World's Chi- 
ldren report from UNICEF, the 
number of children who have died 
in the developing world this year is 
the equivalent of the combined 
young-child pupulations of Bri- 
tain, France, Italy. Spain and West 
Germany. 

Despite these dark statistics the 
1984 report holds out a new hope 
to millions of children. Drawing 


together examples from twenty" 
different countries, the report 
documents four low-cost break- 
throughs which it says could bring 
about a 'children's revolution’ and 
save the lives of half of those who 
now die. 

From villages in Guatemala,- 
Honduras, Egypt. India and Ban- 
gladesh the report announces that 
child deaths have been halved by a 
simple technique called oral reh- 
ydration therapy. By far the big- 
gest killer of children in the world 
today is dehydration — caused by 
ordinary diarrhoea. 


Previously, it could only be tre- 
ated by intravenous feeding. Now 
it can be prevented or cured by a 
mixture of salt, sugar and water 
given to the child by the parents. If 
mothers know how and when to 
use this oral rehydration method, 
says UNICEF, then most of the 
five million child deaths a year 
from dehydration can be pre- 
vented. The technique has been 
described by The Lancet. Britain’s 
leading medical journal, as ‘pot- 
entially the greatest medical bre- 
akthrough this century’. 

At least 34 countries have now 


begun industrial production of the 
oral rehydration salts. So far 80 
million packets a year’Ure being 
produced — well short of the bil- 
lion or more which would be nee- 
ded if the sachets are to be ava- 
ilable for all children at risk. 

“But a shortage of packaged 
salts," say UNICEF, “need not 
prevent a rapid spread of the tre- 
atment. For if parents know how 
to mix sugar, salt and water in the 
right proportions, an effective oral 
rehydration solution can be made 
in the child's own home.” 

Growth monitoring 


The second of the low-cost bre- 
akthroughs is the use of simple 10 
cent growth charts to monitor chi- 
ldren’ s weight gain. 

With regular weighing and the 
advice of health workers, UNI- 
CEF believes that the charts could 
help parents prevent up to half of 
the malnutrition which underlies 
the deaths of several million chi- 
ldren a year and the poor growth 
of many millions more. 

“Most malnutrition is invisible 
— even to the child's mother," 
says the report, "and its very inv- 
isibility is one of the main barriers 
to its prevention or cure. More 
than half of all cases of mal- 
nutrition are to be found in hou- 
seholds where there is no absolute 
shortage of food.” 

Regular monthly weighing and 
the entering up of the result on a 
growth chart, says UNICEF, can 
make malnutrition visible to the 
parents — warning them that the 
child needs supplementary foods.

approximately twice as likely to die in infancy as photo). help.

Breastfeeding 

Several million young children 
may be falling into maLnflirition 
every year because of the trend 
towards bottle-feeding in poor 
countries. 

Although breastfeeding is more 
hygienic and more nutritious, and 
also 'immunises? young children 
against common infections, mil- 
lions of mothers are turning tow- 
ards the more ‘modem’ artificial 
substitutes which they cannot aff- 
ord, do not need, and are unable 
to safely use. 

Often without clean water, or 
■sterilising equipment, or fuel and 
time for boiling, or enough money 
to buy enough of the mQk powder, 
the mothers who turn to feeding 
bottles are unknowingly risking 
the health and lives- of their inf- 
ants. 

Drawing together 33 com- 
parative studies from around the 
world, the London School of Hyg- 
iene and Tropical Medicine has 
recently concluded that the risk of 
death in infancy is approximately 
five times greater for babies who 
are bottle-fed than for babies who 
are breastfed. 

A third element in the ‘chi- 
ldren’s revolution’, says UNICEF, 
must therefore be the rapid pro- 
motion of present knowledge 
about the advantages of bre- 
astfeeding and the dangers of bot- 
tle feeding. 

Already over 100 nations have 
begun campaigns to promote bre- 
astfeeding and to restrict the mar- 
keting of artificial substitutes. 

Eleven countries have com- 
pletely banned all advertising of 
infant formula. 


In 1983, approximately 15 million young children 
have died. Five million of them died or dehydration 
caused by simple diarrhoea. More than three mil- 
lion died of pneumonia. Two million died of measles. 
One and a half million died racked by the spasms of 


whooping cough. Another million died with the con- 
vulsions of tetanus. And for every child who died. Immunisation 

many more live on in hunger and ill-healtb. (UNI- 
CEF photo). The fourth of the low-cost tec- 

hniques is the immunisation of all 


children against the ‘big six' com- 
municable diseases of childhood 
— measles, whooping cough, tet- 
anus, diphtheria, tuberculosis and 
polio. 

Together, these six infections 
kill an estimated S million children 
a year and disable S million more. 
Protection against all of them 
costs approximately five dollars 
per child. Yet less than 20 percent 
of| the developing world 1 s children 
are immunised each year. 

j Apart from problems of money 
and management, the main bar- 
rier to immunising all children is 
that parents often do not realise 
how important it is to come back 
two or three times for the full cou- 
rse of injections. 

It is not uncommon, says the 
report, for only half of the children 
to report for the second injection 
and for only half of those to return 
for the third. 

Recession 

For the rest of the 1980s, pre- 
dicts UNICEF, it is unlikely that 
there will be any significant inc- 
rease in the real resources ava- 
ilable for improving child welfare. 
Maintaining progress for children 
will therefore depend upon mak- 
ing more of the resources which 
are available. 

The four techniques brought 
together in the State of the 
World’s Children report, says 
UNICEF, could streamline the- 
effort to improve the lives of chi- 
ldren so that progress can be made 
even against the headwind of 
•world recession. 

“Coming together at this time," 
says the report, “these bre- 
akthroughs in technique and kno- 
wledge could soon be helping to 
save the lives of 20,000 children a 
day, to prevent an equal number 
from becoming disabled, and to 
promote the healthy growth of 
many millions more." 

To allay the fears of those who 
imagine that a drastic reduction in 
child deaths would re-fuel the 
‘population explosion’ , the State 
of the World’s Children report 
also points out that the areas of the 
developing world which have 
done most to reduce child deaths 
are also the areas where birth rates 
have fallen most steeply. 

When parents are more con- 
fident that their children will sur- 
vive, argues UNICEF, they are 
more willing to consider family 
planning. 

The potential for a children’s 
revolution has been welcomed by 
the Secretary.Genera! of the Uni- 
ted Nations and by the presidents" 
or prime ministers of Bolivia, Bri- 
tain. Canada. Columbia, France, 
Haiti. India, Pakistan, the Phi- 
lippines, Sri Lanka, Sweden, Tan- 
zania. Thailand and the United 
States. 

; In Rome the Holy See has also 
announced that "the entire Cat- 
holic aid network in the various 
countries of the world will lend its 
maximum support to these imp- 
ortant simple proposals to imp- 
rove the health of hundreds of mil- 
lions of children". 

But potential, says UNICEF, is 
not enough. The challenge now is 
to translate the local successes 
which show that a child health 
revolution is possible into ent- 
ensive national campaigns which 
will make that revolution a reality. 

In many developing nations, the 
official health services reach only 
a quarter of the people. 

Bringing the benefits of these 
techniques to the majority of chi- 
ldren, says UNICEF, will the- 
refore depend on the health ser- 
vices lending their expertise to

much more far reaching cam- 
paigns involving every kind of 
organisation — “the local officials 
and the community development 
workers, the teachers and the sch- 
ools. the churches and the clergy, 
the mosques and the imams, the 
trade unions and the employers 
federations, the politicians and the 
civil servants, the lawyers and the 
media, the voluntary org- 
anisations and the aid agencies, 
the women’sorganisations and the 
environmental groups, the family 
planning organisations and the 
youth movements, the tradesmen 
and the shopkeepers." 


The mobilisation of resources 
on this scale, plus the political 
commitment of a nation’s leaders, 
says UNICEF, are what will "take 
the idea of the children’s rev- 
olution off the shelf of potential 
and put it at the disposal of peo- 
ple." 

“That challenge is now pri- 
marily political rather than tec- 
hnical or financial,” concludes the 
report, “the evidence leaves no 
room for doubt that low-cost tec- 
hniques are available to act as a 
springboard for this great leap 
forward for the world’s children. 
Any’governmem which now dec- 


ides to make a serious com- 
mitment to saving the lives and 
protecting the health and growth 
of children can now move towards 
that goal. And any government, 
institution, or individual in the 
industrialised world wishingto ass- 
ist in that process also now has a 
clear opportunity to do so." 

“Definite actions with definite 
results are available now at rel- 
atively low financial and political 
cost. And they are actions in which 
almost everybody can become 
involved. How much lunger arc 
we going to ask children to wait?"

China hopes to be able to pro- 
duce 15 million to 20 million kil- 
owatts with nuclear energy by the 
end of the century and would raise 
coal output from about 700 mil- 
lion tonnes a year now to 900 mil- 
lion tonnes in 1990 Mr. Hu said. 

The seventh five-year dev- 
elopment programme, which 
would not include very large ind- 
ustrial projects, would be outlined 
by June next year, he said. 

He also said China would create 
additional special economic zones 
if the present four proved suc- 
cessful. In April China designated 
1-1 coastal cities as economic dev- 
elopment areas with special con- 
cessions for foreign investors. 

Shenzhen, the economic zone 
on the border with Hong Kong, 
would have its own currency from 
next year and this experiment 
would be extended to other zones 
if it worked, the Nihon Keizai quo-_ 
ted Mr. Hu as saying.

Hyundai 
wins big 

Iraqi job 

BAGHDAD (R) — Hyundai 
Construction Company of South 
Korea has woo a £700 million con- 
tract to build a big power station in 
Iraq, diplomatic sources said Thu- 
rsday. 

The power station and a num- 
ber of sub-stations will be built 
about 200 kilometres north of 
Baghdad. 

Hyundai will finance SI 00 mil- 
lion of the total contract value and 
the rest will be provided by a Bri- 
tish bank consortium, the sources 
said. 

They added a British company 
would supply turbines for the 
power station at a total cost of. 
$200.5 million. 

In SeouL Hyundai, putting the 
value of the contract at $730 mil- 
lion. said it had selected Nei Par- 
sons Limited of Britain and 
Japan's Hitachi Limited to supply 
equipment and technology for the 
plant. 

It said the power station, at A1 
Mussaib. would include four 300 
megawatt generating units. 


French 

inflation 

declines 

PARIS (R) — France's inflation 
rate is continuing its downward 
trend with provisional finance 
min istry figures Thursday showing 
it fell to 7.7 per cent in the year to 
the end of May. 

In April it stood at 7.9 per cent 
and last December at 9.3 per cent. 
When the Socialist government 
Look office in May 1981 inflation 
was 1 2.7 per cent. 

But financial analysts said that 
on present performance the gov- 
ernment will still miss its target of 
five per cent inflation by the end of 
1984. 

Retail prices rose by a pro- 
visional 0.5 percent in May which, 
if confirmed, will be the lowest rise 
in the month for 12 years. 

This was despite the freeing of 
more than half of industrial prices 
from official controls, higher pub- 
lic sector prices, the impact of the 
high dollar and adverse weather 
conditions 


USSR changes oil price 
system for East Europe 


MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet Union is changing the 
way it calculates the price of oil supplies to its allies in 
Eastern Europe, a senior Kremlin official said Thu- 
rsday. 


Mr. Boris Gostev, deputy chief 
of the Communist Party economic 
department, told a news con- 
ference the alliance had agreed to 
scrap the present mechanism, 
which has put the price above 
world market levels. 

Mr. Gostev also indicated that 
the East European states had been 
forced to accept cuts in supplies 
later this decade under a general 
energy agreement. 

Until now. Moscow has based 
the cost of its oil exports to most of 
its allies on an average of the 
world market price over the pre- 
vious five years. 

“Now we shall use a method 
based more closely on the current 
prices in the world market.*’ Mr. 
Gostev said, without elaborating. 

The old system cushioned the 
East Europeans from the impact 
of rocketing world oil prices in ihe 
1970s. saving them around 25 bil- 
lion roubles ($30 billion) between 
1975 and 19R2. 

Now the mechanism is having 
the opposite effect. Energy exp- 
erts say the Comecon states have 
been paying slightly more than the 


Western price this year. Most of 
‘them pay in barter terms, del- 
ivering finished goods or foo- 
dstuffs. 

East European sources said the 
new price would be calculated 
from an average of world prices 
over a much shorter period, pos- 
sibly 12 months, and would pro- 
bably take effect in 1985. 

Mr. Gostev said Moscow had 
pledged to significantly increase 
supplies of both gas and electricity 
to its allies in the coming years. He 
made no mention of oil. 

Meanwhile, a three-day summit 
of the 1 0-nation Comecon trading 
alliance closed in Moscow Thu- 
rsday after endorsing a pro- 
gramme of further economic coo- 
peration. 

Soviet President Konstantin 
Chernenko made a brief closing 
speech to round off the first eco- 
nomic conference of Communist 
Party chiefs for 15 years. TASS 
news agency reported. 

It said the economic policy doc- 
ument adopted at the summit cov- 
ered “the basic guidelines for the 
further development and dee- 


pening of economic, scientific and 
technical cooperation" between 
the member states. 

East European sources have 
said ihe document is expected to 
concentrate a speeding up tec- 
hnological progress in the Soviet 
Bloc. 

The agency said the summit 
meeting had been held in a “con- 
structive and businesslike spirit". 
It added that the atmosphere at 
the meeting had been cha- 
racterised by ‘’friendship, com- 
plete mutual understanding and 
unity". 

TASS said the summit had laid 
down guidelines for “deepening 
the international socialist division 
■of labour and for tackling new 
tasks following from changes in 
the internal and external con- 
ditions of development.” 

It said delegates were convinced 
the new programme they had 
adopted would raise cooperation 
between them to a new level. 

Mr. Chernenko said in his clo- 
sing speech that the summit had 
made “a major step forward in 
harmonising economic policy" 
and would enable member states 
to make better use of the “adv- 
antages of socialist integration .” 


Israel increases wages 
offer amid labour turmoil 


TEL AVIV (R> — The Israeli tre- 
asury held talks with the civil ser- 
vants' union Thursday over a wage 
dispute which threatens to cripple 
Israel's public sector only weeks 
before the country holds general 
elections on July 23. 

The treasury raised its pay rise 
offer to between 12 and 15 per 
cent from eight per cent, and off- 
icials of the Hisiradut Trade 
Union Federation were quoted as 
saying they were encouraged by 
the move. 

Hisiradut has been pushing for 
average wage increases of 22.5 per 
cent and eompsensaiion to offset 
inflation, now running at more 
than 400 per cent a year. 

Workers in the state-owned tel- 
ephone and postal services sto- 
pped repairs and operator- 
assisted overseas calls, and foreign 
ministry staffers turned away for- 


eign visitors. 

State television and radio emp- 
loyees curtailed some pro- 
grammes and have threatened to 
stop all broadcasts for three days. 

Workers at the defence min- 
istry. the state electricity com- 
pany. nurses and justice ministry 
lawyers have also declared labour 
disputes, which involve more than 
300.000 Israelis. 

The 60 ,000- mem her civil ser- 
vants’ union has threatened to str- 
ike if the government fails to sign a 
new wage agreement within two 
weeks. Some state employees 
have worked without contracts 
since April. 

Finance Minister Yigal 
Cohen-Orgad Thursday warned 
•that new pay sShles “afeci.ve_.the 
accepted limits” would harm’ Isr- 
ael’s sagging economy and result 
in widespread unemployment. 


Hisiradrui Secretary-General 
Israel Ke&sar told the state radio 
that Mr. Cohen-Orgad was mak- 
ing the union a scapegoat for the 
failure of the government's eco- 
nomic policies. 

Wednesday Mr. Cohen-Orgad 
dismissed his top wage negotiator. 
Mr. Hillel Dudai. the third finance 
ministry official to leave in a week. 

The officials resigned after Mr. 
Cohen-Orgad ignored his aus- 
terity policy by giving soldiers and 
policemen pay risesand increasing 
subsidies for petrol and basic 
commodities. 

"The country is in labour tur- # 
moil, and election giveways arc in" 
full.swing. repeated government 
declarations to the contrary not- 
withstanding." the Jerusalem Post 
said in an editorial. 


Banks meet on Argentina amid IMF worries 


NEW YORK (R) — Argentina's 
bank advisory committee meets 
here Friday amid worries about 
the country's failure so far to agree 
to an economic programme with 
Ihe International Monetary Fund 
(IMF), banking sources said. 

Overshadowing the meeting are 
doubts whether the U.S. treasury 
will renew, for a third time, its 
guarantee to lend Argentina $300 
million. 

The guarantee, which was con- 
tingent on Argentina reaching 
agreement with the IMF. lapses

Treasury Secretary Donald 
Regan said" Thursday that no dec- 
ision had been made on an ext- 
ension.

The committee is also expected 
to discuss a new maturity date for 
payment of a $750 million bridge 
loan extended to Argentina at the 
end of 1982. 

Payment was originally due Fri- 
day, but bankers have agreed in 


principle to roll over the loan, the 
sources said. 

„ Probably the most difficult pro- 
blem facing the banks is the June 
30 deadline for Argentina to pay 
off more than $400 million of int- 
erest overdue on its $43.6 billion 
debt. 

If Argentina fails to pay by the 
end of June, accounting reg- 
ulations will force U.S. banks to 
declare the loans as non- 
performing and to remove interest 
accrued but not yet received from 
their profit and loss accounts. 



Bankers said all depends on the 
reaction of IMF Managing Dir- 
ector Jacques De Larosiere to the 
letter of intent Argentina pre- 
sented earlier this week over the 
heads of the IMFs own neg- 
otiating team. 


If the IMF accepts the letter as a 
basis for more talks and rec- 
ommends that the banks disburse 
$125 million, the banks would 
probably go along, one senior 
banker said.

-ISLAMABAD (R) — Pakistan's military government has ear- 
marked 30 per cent of its annual expenditure of $7.19 billion foi 
.military spending in an election year budget announced Thursday.

The overall budget size of 9R.55 billion rupees ($7.19 billion) is 
10.6 per cent higher than in the 1983/84 financial year ending on 
June 30. 

The annual development plan gets 33.29 billion rupees (S2.42 
billion) with major emphasis on the development of energy resources 
and boosting spending in backward regions.

AMRITSAR. India (R) — The Sikh holy city of 
Amritsar began to limp back to normal Friday as 
troops found millions of dollars’ worth of heroin, 
believed by officials to have been collected to buy 
arms for Sikh separatists. 


Cars and riskshaws returned to 
the streets of the city and shops 
re-opened after last week's battle 
at the Golden Temple, the Sikh s 
holiest shrine, in which informed 
police sources said about 1.000 
people were killed. 

Sieel-helmeted troops with 
automatic weapons guarded the 
approaches to the shrine complex, 
blackened and scarred by savage 
hand-to-hand encounters. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
news agency reported that in add- 
ition to gold, precious gems and 
more than S300.000 in cash rec- 
overed from wells and other hid- 
ing places in the temple grounds, 
soldiers had found huge quantities 
of heroin and hashish. 

Quoting intellignce sources. 


PTI said millions of dollars' worth 
of drugs from Pakistan's north 
west frontier province were found 
in rooms once used by extremist 
followers of Jamail Singh Bhi- 
nd ran wale. 

The rooms were adjacent to the 
Akal Takht, the headquarters of 
the Sikh gunmen and now in ruins 
after the battle, PTI added. 

The agency said U.S. drug enf- 
orcement officers had warned the 
government that India was fast 
becoming a major route for nar- 
cotics smuggled from Pakistan 
over the Punjab frontier. 

PTI said drugs found in the 
temple were to have been used to 
purchase arms for the Sikh ext- 
remists. Several hundred weapons 
were recovered after the savage 


Reagan softens terms for 
U.S. -Soviet summit 


WASHINGTON (R)— President 
Reagan appears to have cased his 
conditions tor summit talks with 
Soviet leaders, saying he would be 
willing to meet without a rigid 
agenda or guarantees of tangible 
results. 

"All 1 can tell you is that by 
what I call quiet diplomacy we an.* 
in contact with these people trying 
to establish a basis for talks." he 
told a news conference Thursday 
night. 

The president used the "quiet 
diplomacy" phrase three limes 
during the 35-mimite session as he. 
tried to out line his efforts- to thaw 
icy relations with Moscow without 
revealing specifics. 

Under questioning. Mr. Reagan 
.said he would be willing to meet 
‘Soviet leader Konstantin Che- 
rnenko even if the Soviet Union 
JiJ not return to nuclear arms con- 
trol negotiations. 

The subject of disrupted U.S.- 
Soviet arms control talks has been 
an especially sensitive one for vlr. 
Reagan, who faces an election 
campaign against Democracts 


who blame him for the bre- 
akdown. and that subjccL dom- 
inated the news conference. 

Soviet negotiators walked out 
of two sets of talks on strategic and 
medium-range nuclear weapons 
last November, and vlr. Che- 
rnenko has said the United States 
nusi show serious intention to 
negotiate before they will return. 

The president seized on that 
stanJ Thursday night to reJircct 
the blame back toward Moscow. 
He said Moscow was now the 
party demanding conditions. aJd- 
ing: "J'ln willing to meet and talk 
any time. So far. they're the ones 
who have not been responding." 

Pressed as to whether he was 
dropping his earlier demands for a 
precise working agenda and adv- 
ance assurances of productive res- 
ults. vlr. Reagan replied: " I’m not 
talking about a prcconstrucicd 
meeting in which you write a list of 
points." 

He said he would accept an age- 
nda covering "the general area of 
the things” that could bring better 
understanding.

It has always seemed to us 
that Harold "Mike" Vander- 
bilt has never been accorded 
his just due by historians of 
contract bridge. Not only did 
he invent the game in 1925, 
but he became one of its 
great practitioners. He 
donated the cup for the 
National Team of Four 
Championship that bears his 
name, then proceeded to win 
it the fifth year that it was in 
competition. He developed 
the first artificial club 
system back in the early days 
of the game, and his methods 
were largely incorporated in- 
to all the succeeding artificial 
dub systems. And he was 
close to being the world’s 
slowest player, sometimes 
driving partner and op- 
ponents to distraction as he 


pondered over a problem. 

This hand is from a high- 
stake rubber bridge game 
many years ago. North can 
be excused for his three 
spade bid - even today’s 
stars would be in a quandary 
with the North hand. Vander- 
bilt felt that, since the 
opponents held the diamond 
suit, all North's cards would 
be working, so he ventured 
to four spades, and East ex- 
pressed doubt that he would 
fulfill his goal. 

West cashed two high 
diamonds and then shifted to 
the jack of hearts — had he 
simply continued with a third 
diamond, he would almost 
surely have set the hand. 
Vanderbilt was quick to take 
advantage of his reprieve. 

He ducked the heart In 
dummy and won the queen in 
hand when East, too. played 
low. Since West surely had 
the ten of hearts for his shift 
to the jack, declarer con- 
tinued with a low heart to the 
eight. East took the ace and, 
with nothing better to do, 
exited with a heart to the 
table's king. 

Declarer ran the nine of 
spades, then led the jack of 
clubs. When that won, he' 
took another club finesse and 
cashed the ace of clubs to 
bring about this position:

against the Golden Temple battle. 
No incidents were reported, police 
said. 

PTI said two opposition leaders 
Friday received assassination thr- 
eats in the form of a letter app- 
arently written by Sikh ext- 
rremists. 

Charan Singh and Atal Behari 
Vajpayee, leaders of the opp- 
osition National Democratic All- 
iance, were warned that they were 
on an extremist “hit List" because 
of statements they had made 
about Puajab. 

Most opposition leaders have 
welcomed the army's attack on the 
Amritsar's temple complex after 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi had 
banned all transport in the state, 
imposed a news blackout and da- 
rn ped curfews on several cities and 
towns in the state 

Military sources told Reuters 
that soldiers have selected certain 
Punjab villages for cordon- 
and- search operations aimed at 
weeding out remaining Sikh ext- 
remists in the countryside and at 
uncovering of weapons. 


EINSIEDELN. Switzerland 
(Agencies) — Pope John II. who 
has made the Virgin Mary a cen- 
trepiece of his papacy, visited a 
famed Marian Shrine Friday and 
called the Virgin Mary "our com- 
panion on the path of our earthly 
pilgrimage.” 

The pontiff, dressed in dark red 
and white, knelt and prayed for 15 
minutes before the statue of the ' 
Madonna in the Benedictine 
Abbey in this remote central Swiss, 
pilgrimage town. 

"Let us make Mary, the mother 
of Jesus, who is the mother of the 
church and our mother, too. our 
model and our companion on the 
path of our earthly pilgrimage." 
the Roman Catholic leader said in 
a brief sermon in German. 

“She is ready to be of service, 
because she knows that the holy 
God is near." 

Several hundred people gat- 
hered for the morning service and 
watched as Pope John Paul prayed' 
to the Madonna in a small chapel. 

On Thursday the Pope called on 
Protestants and Catholics to int- 
ensify their dialogue at a meeting 
that Protestants described as unp- 
recedently cordial and relaxed. 


Liberals bid farewell to Trudeau 


OTTAWA (R) — After bidding 
an emotional farewell to Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau. Can- 
ada’s Liberals were expected to 
get down to choosing the suc- 
cessor best suited to maintaining 
their hold on power. 

The Liberals, who boast a rec- 
ord of having run Canada for52 of 
the Iasi 63 years, put on a show 
business spectacular Thursday 
night to say Goodbye to one of the 
Western World’s longest-serving 
leaders. 

Mr. Trudeau was serenaded by 
Paul Anka singing I did It My Way 
while impressionist Rich Little 
poked fun at the Canadian prime 
minister s sometimes testy exc- 
hanges with U.S. Presidents Ron- 
ald Reagan and Richard Nixon. 

With the tributes over, the Lib- 
erals are expected to choose as 
their new leader either John Tur- 


ner. the urbane former finance 
minister who quit Mr. Trudeau’s 
cabinet in 1975. or blunt-spoken 
and popular Energy Minister Jean 
Chretien. 

All polls poim to Mr. Turner as 
the winner wiLh five other min- 
isters distant long shots in the race. 
The new party leader aut- 
omatically becomes Canada's 
17th prime minister. 

In 1968. it took four ballots 
before Mr. Trudeau won an out- 
right majority from delegates vot- 
ing in an Ottawa hockey arena. 

Mr. Turner, who waited out 
almost nine years of self-imposed 
political exile as a Toronto cor- 
porate lawyer, is favoured to win 
in one ballot Saturday. 

But first come the candidate’s 
policy speeches to the convention 
which could help to sway the unc- 
ommitted among the 3.500 del- 


egates. 

Ottawa has taken on a carnival 
atmosphere as barbecues, boat 
trips and beer are offered by can- 
didates wooing everyone. Mr. 
Chretien gave a free lunch to taxi 
drivers, hoping they would pro- 
mote him to out-of-town del- 
egates. 

Mr. Trudeau is to step down off- 
icially at the end of this month 
when parliament breaks up for the 
summer. His successor will face a 
crucial decision. 

The Liberals, their popularity 
shattered in mid-recession, have 
made a great recovery in recent 
opinion polls, and the new leader 
may be tempted to call a snap 
summer election to cash in on the 
leadership convention publicity 
and condemn the opposition Con- 
servatives to political oblivion 
once more. 


Bangladesh, India reduce border troops 


DHAKA (R) — Bangladesh and 
India have reduced the number of 
troops along their common border 
following a meeting last weekend 
between local commanders from 
both sides, a senior army officer 
said Wednesday. 

Last April a Bangladeshi soldier 
was killed and an Indian officer 
was wounded in a clash which fla- 
red up after Bangladeshi soldiers 
stopped an Indian working party 
erecting barbed wire fencing along 
two stretches of the border. 

Both sides sent re- inforce me ms 
to the border during and after the 
incident. 

Lt. Col. Sirajul Islam, northern 
area commander of the Ban- 


gladesh Border Guards (BDR) 
told Reuters Thursday that India 
had withdrawn more than 4.000 
troops sent to re-inforce its Bor- 
der Security Force (BSF) last 
month. 

"They have also dismantled 
bunkers and trenches and rem- 
oved defence materials over the 
past three days." he said. 

Bangladeshi re-inforcc meats 
have also been pulled back. Col. 
Islam said but gave no figures. 

India said the fence was needed 
to stop Bangladeshis crossing ill- 
egally into Assam and other Ind- 
ian states. Dhaka denied this, say- 
ing India was trying to place the 
fence in violation of border rules. 


The troop withdrawals followed 
a meeting on Sunday between Col. 
Islam and BSF Commander Bri- 
gadier Pareswar Piilai at Sooahat. 
a Bangladeshi border post. 

Col. Islam Thursday said the 
number of troops along the border 
had now been reduced to the 
pre- April size. 

He also said peace would be 
maintained to allow the two gov- 
ernments to settle the dispute thr- 
ough negotiations. 

Attempts at erecting the fence 
were suspended after the border 
skirmishes. Col. Islam said. 

“I hope they (the Indians) will 
not try it again in the best interests 
of our two countries." he added. 


Salvadorean police probe intelligence unit 


SAN SALVADOR (R) — Sal- 
vadorean police are investigating 
reports that members of a dis- 
banded intelligence unit were lin- 
ked with right-wing death squads. 
Treasury Police Chief Rinaldo 
Golcher said Thursday. 

Col. Golcher said the feared S-2 
I intelligence unit of the Treasury 
Police, abolished Wednesday by 
' the country's new President Jose 
Napoleon Duarte, had been"acc- 
| used of having been involved in 
many illegal activities and of per- 
haps being involved in the death 
squads." 

Salvadorean officials ann- 
ounced Wednesday that Mr. Dua- 
ne had disbanded the intelligence 
unit and security sections at other 
agencies as part of an effon to stop 
the activity of the death squads. 


The United States said Thu- 
rsday it welcomed the moves. 

State Depanmeni Spokesman 
John Hughes said in Washington 
that the U.S. embassy in San Sal- 
vador had confirmed the actions 
had been taken “as part of Pre- 
sident Duarte's move to improve 
the human rights situation in El 
Salvador." 

Col. Golcher himself has just 
been appointed to replace the 
former head of the Treasury Pol- 
ice. Col. Nicholas Carranza, who 
was dismissed by Mr. Duane. 

Col. Golcher told reponers the 
100 members of the S-2 unit had 
been transferred lo military posts 
outside the capital where they 
would help to fight guerrillas. 

He said the intelligence unit had 
been dissolved to try to improve 


the image of the Treasury Police, 
one of three police forces in El 
Salvador, all of which have been 
accused of widespread human 
rights abuses. 

Church and human rights gro- 
ups Have accused the Treasury 
Police of kidnapping and killing 
people suspected of involvement 
with guerrillas fighting the U.S.- 
backed government.

U.N. space debate 


VIENNA (R) —The United Sta- 
tes delegation walked out of a 
debate on the militarisation of 
space being held by a key U.N.

The walk-out happened when 
the U.N. committee on peaceful 
uses of outer space, holding its

It was 
asked by the U.N. General Ass- 
embly at the instigation of the Sov- - 


iel Union to discuss the “slar 
wars” issue. 

The United States considers 
that the disarmament conference 
in Geneva is the correct U.N.

Asked if the United States 
might quit the 53-member forum. 
Mr. Eskin told Reuters: *' We have 
' been considering that since Dec- ■ 
ember, when the General Ass- . 
embfy gave the mandate to the ! 
committee to discuss arms in 
space.” 

"We consider it, highly obj- 
ectionable to introduce this con- 
troversial issue. It will only dam- 
age the committee.'* Mr. Eskin 
said, “traditionally we have att- 
ached great importance to this 
committee, but we would be hard 
put now to identify any useful 
purpose it serves.” 


U.S. agrees to seH China 
missiles, anti-tank arms 


WASHINGTON (R) — The Uni- 
ted Slates has agreed in principle 
to sell China anti-aircraft missiles, 
anti-tank Rockets and advanced 
artillery shells, defence officials 
said Thursday. 

They said groundwork for the 
deal was worked out during a visit 
this week by China’s Defence 
Minister Zhang Aiping. 

The proposed arms sale will 
mark a nearly complete tur- 
naround in relations between the 
two countries, which fought each 
other in the Korean War of the 
early 1950s. 

Defence Secretary Caspar Wei- 
nberger met Mr. Zhang during his 
Washington visit and said in a sub- 
sequent interview that China’s 
interest in improved air and tank 
defences was justified because of, 
the many Soviet troops and tanks 
on its borders. 

Mr. Zhang left Washington 
Thursday to visit U.S. military 
bases and defence contractors in 
Texas. Washington state and Cal- 
ifornia. He will leave the United 
Slates of June 23 for Canada. 

Details of the proposed sale of 
Hawk air-defence weapons and 
Tow anti-armour missiles, as well 


as the artillery munitions and 
other technology, would be wor- 
ked out later by technical teams 
from both nations, officials said. 

In a brief statement, the Pen- 
tagon said "both Secretary Wei- 
nberger and the Chinese minister 
have expressed pleasure over the 
success of the meeting." 

It added that “both mini''-’™ 
stressed the importance of 
tinuation of ministerial meetings 
and mfiitary-to-miliiary exc- 
hanges.'’ 

Chinese Communist Party 
General Secretary Hu Yaobang 
said in an interview published in 
Tokyo Thursday that China is 
considering weapons purchases 
from the United States. 

The Japanese daily Nihon Kci- 
zai Shimbun quoted him as saying 
China might buy* defensive wea- 
pons from Washington but the 
value of such purchases would not 
be high. 

The defence officials said China 
would probably buy some of the

France urged to play 
peace role in Europe 


MOSCOW (R) — On the eve of a 
visit by Presidem Francois Mit- 
terrand. official Soviet com- 
mentators urged France to restore 
good relations with Moscow and 
play a role in curbing East-West 
tension. 

Comments by Pravda and the 
Novosti News Agency used mild 
terms to criticise Mr. Mitterrand's 
Socialist administration, which 
backs deployment of U.S. cruise 
and Pershing missiles in Europe 
and is building up France's nuclear 
armoury. 

Mr. Mitterrand’s Moscow trip 
next Wednesday ends a four-year 
break in the series of Franco- 
Soviet summits established by 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle over two 
decades ago. 

The president has adopted a far 
more critical stance towards the- 
Soviet Union than his pre- 
decessors. 

Pravda and Izvestia made clear 
Moscow yearned for a .return of 
the days when Paris held itself 
aloof from Us NATO allies and 
cultivated “privileged relations" 
with Moscow. 

Pravda. the Communist Party 
daily, said broad circles in France 
believed it essential to develop 
political contacts with Moscow for. 
the sake of security in Europe. 

“This would respond to the int- 
erests of the French and Soviet 
peoples, and of other peoples on 
the continent”, it said. 


Novosti Commentator Igor 
Rapopon noted that historically, 
periods when France had flo- 
urished “coincided with the time 
of good relations with Russia and 
the Soviet Union”. 


“Soviet-French co-operation 
has proved for many years that it 
can serve as a stabilising element 
for the situation on our con- 
tinent" he added. 


This had become urgent now 
that “the USA and NATO" had 
created serious tension on the con- 
tinent. Novosti said. 


“There are no insurmountable 
obstacles to putting to full use the 
accumulated rich experience of 
Sovict-French co-operation for 
the good of our countries and for 
building a safer Europe." Novosti 
wrote. 

The tone of the two com- 
mentaries made clear Moscow still 
liked to regard France as separate 
from NATO, despite Mr. Mit- 
terrand's strong commitment to 
the alliance and the deployment of 
missiles to counter Soviet SS-20 


weapons. 

No NATO missiles are sta- 
tioned in France, which left the 
alliance's military structure under 
Gen. De Gaulle. 

Pravda devoted most of its 
five-column article to depicting 
what it said was rapidly mounting 
public opposition in France to the 
NATO deployments. 


Black South Africans 


to remember their dead 


SOWETO. South Africa (R) — 
Black South Africans will Sat- 
urday commemorate the deaths in 
1 976 of over 500 people, many of 
them schoolchildren, during riots 
that shook the country to its fou- 
ndations. 

The violence erupted in this big 
dormiiory township of Soweto 
outside Johannesburg on June 1 6, 
1 976. when 23 people, including 
two whites, died amid clashes with 
armed police. The violence and 
anger soon spread to townships 
across South Africa. 

The dead have been mourned 
each June 16 since 1976. Many 
blacks mark the day by staying 
away from work to attend special 
church services. 

There has been only sporadic 
violence in recent anniversaries 
but townships still become tense 
as anger mixes with sadness. 

Extra police are drafted in and 
reporters are prevented from com- 
ing too close to the mourners bec- 
ause officials believe their pre- 


sence could provoke violence. 

The Soweto unrest in 1976 was 
sparked by the government's tns- 
' istcncc that black pupils be taught 
some subjects in Afrikaans, the 
language of the Dutch-descended 
ruling whites. 


The issue unleashed the anger 
of blacks about their place in 
South Africa's apartheid society, 
their lack of a say in politics, par- 
lous economic state and exclusion 
from the country’s bountiful res- 
ources. 

The riots put Soweto — an acr- 
onym for south western townships 
— on the world map and brought 
fresh international attention to 
South Africa's unique system of 
racial separation. 

On Saturday.'Sowetans will give 
up normal weekend activities to 
remember the riots. Professional 
soccer games have been cancelled, 
shops will be shut and the taverns, 
centre of the township’s raucous 
social life, wiD be silent.

In November 1980 Gab- 
rieli a Brum gave up her Miss 
World title 1 h hours after winning 
it in London because she said BeF 
lenbaum had persuaded her to 
marry him. She said that if she had 
continued to hold the title she was 
under contract to make a world 
tour and carry out a series erf pro- 
motional appearances which 
would have prevented her being 
with BeUenbaum. Miss Brum and 
BeUenbaum were estranged and 
living at separate homes in the Los 
. Angeles area when Bcllcnhaum 
was found dead. 


Judge found guilty

He was acquitted on 
one charge of mail fraud and two 
of extortion. It was the second 
conviction stemming from a Icd- 
eral government undercover inv- 
estigation into alleged counroom 
corruption in Chicago.

ependence and God-given 
rights.” Mr. Reagan said.
